New Complications 
In Balkans Dispute

BELGRADE, Jugoslavia, 
Feb. 2.-Rumania was re- 
ported today to have 
threatened new complica- 
tions at the Balkan En- 
tente meeting by indicating 
that Bucharest might seek 
some agreement with Ger- 
many and possibly Soviet 
Russia unless she obtains 
guarantees of her frontier 
with Hungary. 

Considerable official sec- 
recy surrounded develop- 
ments at the first session of 
the Balkan Entente — Ru- 
mania, Jugoslavia, Turkey 
and Greece — but there were 
persistent hints that the at- 
titude of Rumania was creat- 
ing concern among the repre- 
sentatives of the other south- 
eastern states. 

According to unofficial sources, 
the Rumanian foreign minister 
Grigore Gafencu, indicated in 
preliminary discussions that w- 
less the Entente states acted to 
make Rumanian frontiers with 
Hungary and with Bulgaria as 
well, Rumania intends to obtain 
these guarantees from Germany in 
return for full economic co-opera- 
tion with the Reich. 

In addition, it was reported, 
Gafencu indicated that Rumania 
might seek some sort of n under- 
standing with Moscow, acting 
through Berlin, 

This, it was suggested, might be 
some form of non-aggression treaty 
under which the Soviet claims on 
Rumania’s_ Bessarabian territory 
(formerly Russian) would at least 
be temporarily shelved. Rumania’s 
frontiers now include territory that 
belonged to Russia, Hungary and 
Bulgaria before the World War.

| Woman Falls Over Dead 
As Excitement Stirs 
Basilica 

OTTAWA, Feb. 2.—The conse- 
eration of Most Rev. Alexander 
Vachon as Coadjutor Archbishop 
of Ottawa ended on a tragic note 
today as the aged Archbishop 
Guillaume Forbes collapsed on 
completion of his duties as conse- 
crator. 

A stir of excitement spread 
through the crowded basilica as the 
Archbishop, in his robes of office, 
was carried from the sanctuary 
and Miss Almu Labreche, 55, fell 
over and died. 

Archbishop Vachon comes from 
the post of rector of Laval Uni- 
versity to assist Archbishop Forbes 
and to succeed him. For some time 
Archbishop Forbes has suffered 
from a serious illness and until the 
last minute it was doubtful if he 
could stand the strain of officiating 
at the consecration. 


INSISTED ON OFFICIATING 

When it appeared he had re- 
covered sufficiently he insisted on 
officiating personally at the long 
and elaborate ceremony as his suc- 
cessor was a personal friend of 
many years’ standing. 

The collapse occurred just as the

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Britain’s Superiority 


On Seas Will Prevent 


Major Naval |

LONDON, Feb. 2—Great Brit- 
ain’s superiority in naval strength 
will prevent major sea battles in 
this war according to British naval 
experts, who expect however an 
increasing number of engagements 
between German commerce raid- | 
ers and Allied destroyers and air- 
planes. | 

Britain's naval advantage makes 
it virtually impossible for the Ger- 
mans to engage her in a major 
naval battle, in the opinion of Brit- | 
ish naval circles. 


DETECTOR IS USED 


As the Germans do not have suf. 
ficient striking power to engage the 


British fleet, it is expected they will 
continue to concentrate on destroy- 
ing merchantmen carrying supplies | 
to. England. 

In fighting the U-boat, the British 
have been using a detector which 
reveals the U-boat’s presence, The 
convoy syster> also has proved to! 
be highly effective in guarding war- 
ships and merchantmen, officials 
assert. 

The British have 11 battleships | 
and three battle cruisers commis- 
sioned. All of the battteships 
have 15-inch guns except the Nel- 
son and Rodney, which have 16- 
inch guns. Under construction are 
four 16-inch guns, and fie 14- | 
inch gun battleships. 

Britain entered the war with six 
aircraft carriers. Six others under 
construction will be finished this 
year. She had 15 heavy, and 43 
light cruisers commissioned. Nine- 
teen destroyers were under con- 
struction and 179 were commis- 
sioned, 

Being built were 25 submarines, 
compared to 57 commissioned. 


ACKNOWLEDGED LOSSES 

Since the war began, the British 
have acknowledged losses of one 
battleship, one aircraft carrier, five 
destroyers and four submarines, 

At present, the Germans have 
two 26,000 ton battleships—Cneis- 
enau and Scharnhorst. Each is 
armed with 11-inch guns, and have 
a speed of 26 knots. In 1939 the 
Germans launched the battleships 
Bismarck and Tirpitz, 35,000 tons 
each, and armed with 15-inch 
guns. The Bismarck and Tirpitz 
would be a match ship-fot-ship 
for British battleships. Their two 
remaining pocket-battleships are 
the Deutschland and Admiral 
Scheer, 


The Germans entered the war} 
with two heavy and six light cruis- 
ers; 22 destroyers and 65 subma- 
rines commissioned. It is believed 
one aircraft carrier, several cruisers 
and 28 submarines are under con- 
struction.

The Neutrals Give the Answer 


What neutral country considers itself 
to be imperilled because Britain and 
France are the heads of powerful em- 
pires? What neutral country situated 
within striking distance of Germany is 
not living in fear for its life, its army mo- 
bilized, its government facing the choice 
of taking orders from Hitler or of risking 
destruction for not doing so? 

These questions answer themselves. 
In answering themselves they also answer 
the stock allegation of the Fuehrer that 
the Allied powers are themselves the ag- 
gressors and their governments respon- 
sible for provoking the war. There can- 
not be aggressors unless there are vic- 
tims or intended victims. What neutral 
country, small or large, near or remioie, 
has claimed that its sovereignty or its 
rights are or were endangered by British 
or French policy? Herr Hitler cannot 
name one. 

The silence of the neutrals speaks loud- 
er than the shrieking from the Sports- 
palatz. They know they have dwelt se- 
curely so far as Britain and France were 
concerned, and will be safe again when 
the Nazi menace has been dispelled. 


Just In Case 


At Washington, the naval affairs com- 
mittee cut the proposed naval expansion 
program in half. The committee agreed 
to an expenditure of $655,000,000, to be 
spent in construction over a two-year per- 
iod. The naval authorities asked for $1,- 
300,000,000, to cover construction during 
six years. 

While the outlay is to be only half that 
asked for, the time for carrying out the 
curtailed program is cut to a third. This, 
it is said, will keep all the naval and pri- 
vate ship-yards going to capacity, which 
means that at the end of two years the 
new ships will be as many as there would 
have been under the larger scheme. And 
at the end of the two years the rest of the 
original schedule can be put in hand if 
conditions require. 

In urging their plans for expansion 
the navy representatives said considera- 
tion should be given to the situation that 
would arise should the Allies be defeated 
by Germany. They said nothing about 
any need to worry as to the situation 
should the Allies win. Berlin will see the 
point, and will not like the inference. 

The United States is officially neutral. 
But it is not officially blind as to what a 
Hitler victory would mean for it—and 
every country which wants to govern it- 
self. That is—primarily—why it is build- 
ing more warships. 


Prince George Route Preferred 

Chairman Magnuson says the United 
States commission on the Alaska highway 
scheme has recommended to the Canadian 
commission that the highway be built by 
way of Prince George, instead of follow- 
ing the proposed route nearer the coast; 
and that this recommendation will be sub- 
mitted to the Governments of the Do- 
minion and British Columbia 

This is good news for Alberta. Next 
to having the highway built through this 
province, which could be done more 
quickly and at less cost, it it is preferable 
that the Prince George route be chosen 
because it would be a relatively simple 
matter ta tap the road with lateral high- 
ways from this province, thus making it a 
north and south artery for travel and 
trade from the whole prairie country as 
well as from centra! and northern British 
Columbia. 

While the main purpose is to open a 
way for tourist traffic from the United 
States to Alaska, the usefulness of the 
road in facilitating other traffic is not to 
be overlooked. As the United States com- 
missioners prefer the Prince George route, 
there is no apparent reason why British 
Columbia or federal interests should not 
agree. If—as appears to be the case— 
there is little hope of the highway being 
built through Alberta, this route should 
have also the backing of Albertans and 
prairie people generally, 

The cost, Mr. Magnuson says, is esti- 
mated to be $25,000,000. If that is all the 
money involved, there is no need to ask 
the United States to supply the funds, 
Canada could easily provide the amount— 
and thus quiet the apprehensions of those

Phophecy Based on “Ifs” 


Foreign Minister Arita told the Jap- 
anese parliament the Government is deter- 
mined, come what may, to set up the 
“new order” in China. There is, he said, 
no desire to do away with the rights and 
interests of third powers in that country; 
which will sound strange to the hungry 
“nationals” of those powers inside the 
barbed-wire corrall at Tientsin, and equal- 


ly strange to Washington. As for the 
war in Europe, Japan would stay out of it 
but would have a say in the reconstruction 
when peace comes. 

There is no reason to doubt this defi- 
nition of Japanese aims as to China, nor 
the declared intention to let Hitler fight 
his own battle. Making the necessary dis- 
count because Arita statements in the past 
have failed to line up with facts, Japan 
now can hardly do other than indicated. 
To back the army out of China would like- 
ly produce a revolution; and the Chinese 
adventure is all the warlike enterprise the 
country can support. 

The notice to the United States and 
Britain that they must accept the “new 
order” is plain enough; but suppose they 
don’t accept it, but only stand pat and let 
events work themselves out for a season? 
Japan is bleeding to death economically. 
The war cost is consuming the income of 
its people and loading them with unpay- 
able debt. Their foreign trade, which 
supported their industries, has shrivelled 
to a sorry remnant. 

If the war lords could not beat China 
into submission while the western peoples 
were buying their manufactured goods 
and supplying them with war materials in 
return, how are they going to do it under 
the “new order” of general boycott of Jap- 
anese goods that is surely and swiftly 
coming into existence in western markets? 

Arita speaks confidently, much more 
confidently than the circumstances war- 
rant. 


Ex-Premier Hertzog has succeeded in 
uniting the opposition groups in parlia- 
ment on the proposition that South Africa 
should break away from the British 
Empire and proclaim itself a republic. 
This was the next logical step following 
the resolution he moved that the Union 
make a separate peace with Germany. The 
resolution was defeated by a vote of 81 
to 59. His new proposition is likely to fare 
still worse with the public, excepting those 
who would rather be ruled by Hitler than 
rule themselves. The others know that 
that is the choice, however it may be cam- 
ouflaged.

Do you vecall the convictions in New York 
a year ago of several underlings in the German 
espionage system? The story then unfolded was 
done into a first rate movie picture “Confessions 
of a Nazi Spy”. Though the underlings were 
duly convicted and sentenced, the leaders of the 


spy ring all managed to 
LINKS UP WITH = get away without pass- 
NAZI SPY TRIALS ports on German liners. 
One of the men most 


wanted was Karl Schlueter. Cloaking his activ- 
ities under the lowly role of a steward on the 
German liner Europa. Schlueter was clothed 
with powers by the Nazi leaders that made him 
political boss of the ship. 

In the partial revelation of his activities that 
came Out in the trials in November, 1938, it was 
revealed that Herr Schlueter had plans to 
counterfeit White House stationery, forge Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's name to a letter to be pre- 
sented at a Navy yard, ordering plans of new 
aircraft carriers then building to be entrusted 
to the bearer for the President’s perusal. An 
important visitor at homes of prominent New 
York Nazi and German-American Bund leaders, 
Schlueter was regarded as a man of high stand- 
ing in the Nazi spy service. Had he been arrested 
and convicted, little doubt but he would have 
received the fJl twenty years imprisonment 
sentence that is provided for theft of military 
secrets, even though he got away only with a 
few codes and registers of minor value. 

* % 

Little did the American authorities suspect 
when the 513 members of the scuttled German 
liner Columbus reached New York on an Am- 
erican warship that Herr Karl Schleuter was 
among them. For nearly a month he mingled 
freely and unsuspected with the other detained 

members of the crew at 
HERR SCHLEUTER Ellis Island. Then on the 
IN THE TOILS eve of their departure to 

San Francisco to find their 
way across the Pacific as best they could, Karl 
Schlueter was arrested by Federal agents. Pere 
haps his identity had been known and the auth- 
orities had preferred to let him feel a false sense 
of security. At any rate, Kar] Schlueter is now 
in the toils. The pitcher that goes often to the 
well gets broken at last. 

Presumably still carrying on espionage work, 
he had been masking his work by shipping as 
a steward on German liners in the South Am- 
erican trade. He was on the liner Columbus 
when her captain ordered her scuttled and fired 
when pursued by a British warship. There’l] be 
some interesting evidence when Herr Schlueter 
goes on tria] to answer the indictment already 
returned against him. 

Small wonder that British warship com- 
manders are alert to examine all German pas- 
sengers travelling on neutral craft on the high 
seas. 


Much more bizarre are the alleged plans of 
the eighteen arrested Christian Fronters accused 
of a plot to overthrow the Government of United 
States.

A “Nationa! Government” 


Keeping our eyes fixed steadily on the main 
objective for Canada in 1940: the winning of 
the war, it is important to examine carefully 
what underlies the proposal first made by Dr. 
Manion for “a national government, including 
the best brains in the country,” and now taken 
up by an increasing number of voices in On- 
tario. What does the proposition mean? What 
does in involve? Would it help to win the war? 

It will be noted first of all that Dr, Manion 
made his proposal, not in the House of Com- 
mons during the brief and fiery session, but 
next day from his office in Ottawa after Mr. 
King had announced his intention of going to 
the country with his present administration. 
The Prime Minister and all his colleagues, the 
only effective leaders of the Liberal party in 
Canada, were all included in the sweeping de- 
nunciation of Dr. Manion on the floor of the 
House. It is therefore obvious that the Conserv- 
ative leader proposes to include none of them 
in the “national government” he proposes to 
form, even if some of them were prepared to 
desert Mr. King at this moment, a contingency 
of the most unlikely kind. 

But it must be taken for granted that Dr. 
Manion does not, in making his proposal, in- 
tend to form a purely Conservative government, 
That would not be, in any sense of the word, a 
“national government.” Therefore there must 
be some cther persons in the country whom he 
hopes to reach and bring in to his proposed war 
administration. These may be men outside the 
present scope of Canadian public life. But it is 
not likely that any very large number of these 
unknown persons could be effectively given 
cabinet rank, One or two might be brought in, 
as was done in Great Britain during the last 
war. But even in Britain, successive war cab- 
inets did not include many men who had not 
been previously in public life. 

This narrows the field of potential cabinet 
material to non-Conservatives in public life 
who are not tied by one loyalty or another to 
the.Liberal party. And this, in turn, practically 
reduces the men available to whatever C.C.F.ers 
Dr. Manion can attract, whatever Social Cred- 
iters or New Democrats, and the three provincial 
governments who are not more or less tied to 
the federal Liberal party: the governments of 
Mr. Mitchell Hepburn, Mr. John Bracken and 
Mr. William Aberhart. 

It will seem to most people highly unlikely 
that Dr. Manion is going to coalesce with either 
the C.C.F., the Social Crediters or with Mr. Her- 
ridge of the New Democracy, who denounced 
the Conservative party platform at the conven- 
tion which elected Dr. Manion as leader. This 
leaves as potential cabinet members the prov- 
incial followers of Mr. Bracken and Mr. Hep- 
burn, and of these two the invitation is very 
obviously being extended to the latter. What Dr. 
Manion’s statement therefore means is that he 
wants to form a government composed of the 
followers of himself and Mr. Hepburn to whom 
he is now opening the door. The strategy be- 
hind the move is to split beyond all hope a sweep 
in that province, Whether Mr. Hepburn will 
avail himself of the invitation nobody yet knows. 

We doubt, however, whether under any cir- 
cumstances such a government, if and when it 
was formed, could be properly called a “national 
government.” That term can be justly applied 
only when the major political parties in the 
country are behind it. A Manion-Hepburn com- 
bination would face opposition and hostility of 
the most powerful kind in which the natural 
division that lies between the Liberal and Con- 
servative parties would be accentuated by the 
feud between the main body of the Liberal party 
and whatever rump had followed Mr. Hepburn 
into the so-called national ranks. 

It is not unfair therefore to say that Dr. Man- 
ion’s suggestion for a “national government” is 
designed rather to ensure the victory of the 
Conservative party at the polls than to lay the 
foundation for ‘that greater unity which the 
average man assumes is implied in the idea of 
a national union for victory, This may be per- 
fectly legitimate campaign tactics on Dr. Man- 
ion’s part, but it would be disastrous to place 
the issues before the people in such a way as to 
make them think that his success at the polls 
would, because of this “national government” 
slogan, dissolve party lines for the duration of 
the war. It would, in fact, operate in exactly the 
opposite way. 

A real national government can only be 
formed in this country after prolonged, careful 
and friendly consultation between the leaders of 
the main political groupings. It was only after 
negotiations of this kind that the Union Govern- 
ment of 1917 was formed; yet it failed, as we all 
know, to bring into its ranks a complete repre- 
sentation of all shades of political opinion It 
proved to be, at that juncture, a powerful wea- 
pon for the maintenance of our war policy at 
high pitch. But it owed its existence to the fact 
that there had appeared in Canada a parting 
of the ways. A violent and disruptir sue had 
cut across the nation. No one can say with any 
semblance of accuracy that any such issue faces 
is today, The reason for a nationa] government 
has not arisen. The plea for a “national govern- 
ment” on the terms proposed by Dr. Manion is 
camouflage designed to cover other aims.—Win- 
nipeg Free Press.

SPEEDY PLANE 
IS DEVELOPED 
BY U. S. ARMY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.— The 
United States army took the wraps 
off one of its mwest air weapons 
yesterday, a cainon-carrying pur- 
suit plane designed to make 400 
miles an hour, but delayed giving 
it complete tests 


The plane, known as the “Air- 
cobra” and nicknamed the “Fly- 
ing Bullet,” is one of the fastest 
owned by the air corps. In addi- 
tion to its  six-mile-a-minute 
speed, it is capable of attaining 
altitudes of 36,000 feet and has a 
cruising range of more than 500 
miles with a full load, 

It is designed to carry four ma- 
chine guns and a 37-millimetre can- 
non firing high explosive shells, all 
operated automatically by the press 
of a button in the pilot's cockpit. 

The 1,000 horsepower engine is 
mounted behind the cockpit.

HEAD REPORTS 
FINE PROGRESS 


TORONTO, Feb. 2—At the annual 
meeting of the Canada Permanent 
Mortgage Corporation held at the 
Head Office here yesterday, F. Gor. 
don Osler, president reported a suc- 
cessful year despite the disturbances 
caused by the outbreak of war.
